down their arms as It was useless to 
attempt to fight the United SUtes. 


General Moneada Is preparing a 


proclamation requesting the Liberal* 
to hand in their arms and return to 
tneir homes. 


In the meantime the Conservative 


troops, by order of Adolfo Dlat, the 
Conservative president, are already 
on the -way to Tipltapa from tne Boa- 
jco region to turn in their arms to 
the United States marines.
